From Washington 

Before the 96th Congress con- 
cludes its business this fall, the 
Special] Committee on Aging, on 
which I serve, will hold hearings 
on how best to preserve the fiscal 
stability of the Social Security 
System, The future of Social See- 
unity will be one of the crucial 
issues facing the next Congress 
when it convenes in 1981, Because 
the issue will be a complex and 
emotional one, it is important for 
the Aging Committee to lay the 
groundwork for the debate now. 

The hearings will focus on two 
major areas: the projected finan- 
cial crisis, and long-range plan- 
ning of revisions in the Social 
Security System that will make it 
solvent oneé again. If Con. 
Bress decides that comprehensive 
legislation is required to streng- 
then the system, then these hear- 
ings will become the first chapter 
of the examination. 

Just three years avo, Congress 
passed legislation in the hope that 
the problenis afflicting the sys- 
tem would be solved, Our hopes 
in| Congress have proved to be 
optimistic, Inflation has taken its 
toll on the financial stability of 
the system since Congress acted. 

Even tiider the most optimistic 
economic assumptions, the Social 
Seturity System cantot withstand 
the strains that will sesult in the 
short-run. Although large Social 
Security tax increases were ap. 
proved in 1977, they will not be 
enough to keep the system solvent 
unless the nation’s econoniy im- 
proves dramatically. 

_ When we begin to examine the 
Social Security system, we must 
take the economy in to account. 
We mist alinost remember that 
population patterns are in a period 
of great change, People now live 
Jonger and retire at éarlier ages. 
Today, there are more than three 
workers contributing to the sys-

WALKING WITH JESUS CHRIST 

Throughout the ages the Holy 
Bible has given comfort, strength, 
and ‘hope to countless men—writ- 
ten in more lamguages than one 
could guess—it has remained true 
to God’s Word as originally given 
to men inspired by God.

COHEN INTRODUCES SENATE 
RESOLUTION CALLING FOR 
WOOD TAX CREDITS 

Senator Bill Cohen (R-Maine) 
recently introduced a concurrent 
resolution in the Senate expressing 
the sense of the Congress that ef- 
ficient wood-burning heating sys- 
tems be made eligible for enengy 
tax credits. a 

Under both the Energy Tax Act 
of 1978 and the Windfall Profits 
Tax Act, the Secretary of the 
Treasury was given authority to 
desginate wood-burning stoves and 
furnaces as eligible for residen- 
tial energy tax credits, Cohen said, 

“Unfortunately, despite contintal 
pleas from members of Congress 
and the apparent support of the 
administration, the Department of 
the Treasury has chosen not to act 
on this matter,’’ Cohen said in a 
statement delivered on the. Senate 
floor. . 

“T find this reluctance and lack 
of commitment on the part of 
the administration rather dismay- 
ing, especially in light of its pub 
lic appearance of support,” Cohen 
added, 

In his energy address to the 
nation in April 1979, President 
Carter specifically requested that 
Congress enact a tax credit for. 
woodburning stoves. Together with 
other New England Senators, Co- 
hen successfully amended the Sen- 
ate version of the Windfall Profits 
Tax to include energy tax credits 
for wood-burning stoves and fur- 


naces, The provision was eventual- 
ly removed in conference between 
the Senate and the House, 

“Providing a limited tax credit 
for wood-burning systems ig en- 
tirely consistent with the national 
objective of replacing imported oil 
with available energy resources,” 
Cohen said, 

Wood is New England's most ab- 


‘undant resource, with 30% of the 


region covered by forest. Accord- 
ing to the Department of Agrictl- 
ture, firewood provided 10% of 
the tota] heat in owner occupied 
homes in New England during the 
1978-79 winter. In Maine, home- 
owners burned 29% of all wood 
burned in New England, second 
only to Massachusetts where resi- 
dents burned 29% of all wood used 
in the region, The Energy Task 
Force of the New England Con- 
gressiona] Caucus concluded in a 
recent report that 50% of Maine’s 
winter energy needs could be met 
by wood. 

Cohen said that wood tax credit 
would aid low- and middle-income 
families in meeting the cost of 
conversions to wood heating sys- 
tems, 

“Ty achieve a greater indepen- 
dence of imported oil, we must 
aggresively develop renewable and 
‘available resources such as wood,” 
Cohen concluded. 

Maine’s First District Represen- 
tative David Emery (R-Maine) in 
troduced the concurrent resolution 
in the House of Representatives.

Unlike their counterparts in pri- 
vate practice—and in the military 
service—VA physicians’ pay has 
been frozen for several years, At 
the same time, the demand for 
VA medical services has not sloww- 
ed, and VA physicians are serving 
fmore veterans than ever before.

The 
Senate Veterans Afifairs Commit- 
tee has found that the percentage 


‘of Board-certified physicians in the 


iVA fell from 49% to 45% between 
i978 and 1979. At the same time 
2,166 of the 6,221 full-time VA 
physicians in 1979 were graduates 
of overseas medical school; and 
even more VA physicians are mov- 
ing to part-time work in the VA 
system, rather than remaining on 
fulltime employment. All these 
factors contribute to the need to 
make service in the VA attractive 
enough to retain and bring in 
quality health professionals. 

The Congress has taken a num- 
ber of actions in recent years to 
upgrade medical care for veter- 
ans and to respond to the special 
needs of Vietnam-era veterans. The 
establishment of conditions which 
will encourage high-quality health 
professionals to join the VA is 
a vital component of that effort. 

Medicine today is increasingly 
complex and specialized. Without 
the highly-trained professionals 
who can-bring the best of modern 
medicine to our veterans, no 
amount of money for improved 
hospital facilities will provide them 
up-to-date, adequate care. 

The nation’s commitment to 
those who serve us in time of war, 
at the risk of their lives, is one 
which must be fulfilled. The de- 
mands on federal resources are en- 
ormous, and they are growing. We 
have an obligation to make cer- 
tian that every expenditure is 
targeted precisely to achieve its 
goals, The legislation to provide 
incentives for retaining VA physi- 
cians is carefully designed to ach- 
jeve its goal, and warrants our 
support. 

The Congressional action to en- 
sure that this bill becomes Jaw 
stems from our national commit- 
ment to maintain a system of medi- 
cal care for our veterans which js 
second to none, and whose primary 
goal is their well-being and con- 
tinued health.

The Stabe aso informed the Town 
that reconstruction of the bridge 
using state and iota] funds could 


have to be obtained and that the 
project would have to be done by 
contract instead of with town forc- 


Selectmen have been looking for 
Jand in the village area that could 
tbe used for future recreational ifa- 
cilities, Many parcels have been 
reviewed and discussed, with the 
proposed Munphy parcel being 
seen as desirable. from several 
standpoints. The area is lange 
enough (16.78 acres) to provide 
for vatious activities whereas a 
smaller lot would have a more 
limited use and ithe lot provides 
aceess to the Androscoggin River 
which in the future may play a 
major role in recreational activi- 
ties. 

In addition to possible rec- 
reation uses, the lot borders on 
the present Town Garage lot and 
thus a portion of the lot could be 
used for future public works 
needs. ‘ 

In considering this purchase, it 
needs to be made clear that al- 
though various alternatives for the 
property are mentioned, no specific 
plan for development of the 
parcel has been made. Should the 
purchase be approved, the Recrea- 
tion Board, Planning Board, Sel- 
ectmen and citizens would ‘be in- 
volved in the planning for devel- 
opment of the parcel. Any specific

DPhis proposed revision of the 
town’s present ordinance adopted 
in 1971 is an effort to respond 
to the many and various citizen 
complaints received by the Town 
Office, Selectmen and Dog Officer
